261.3(1) The applicant shall have successfully completed a respiratory care education program

accredited by, or under a letter of review from, the Commission on Accreditation for Respiratory Care
(CoARC).

261.3(2) Foreign-trained respiratory care practitioners shall:
a. Provide an equivalency evaluation of their educational credentials by one of the following:

c. Receive a final determination from the board regarding the application for licensure.
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
